WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—The committee 
on arrangements for Prince Henry's re- 
ception made public the full itinerary for 
the eastern, western and southern trip of 
the prince as it stands finally approved 
by the railroad authorities. This itinerary 
governs only the train movements of the 
party. The details of the entertainment to 
be extended to the prince at each point 
probabiy will form the subject of a fur- 
ther itinerary which will be drawn up 
when the committee on arrangements has 
Informed itself as to the plans of the lo- 
cal committees of reception. 

The prince will arrive at St. Louis at 7 
a. m., and leave at ll a. m.—a four hours’ 
stop. He will pass one night and over half 
a day at Chicago.

JUDGE RYAN HAS NOT YET WRIT-

There Are 600 Names From Which Se- 
lections Are Made For a Jury 
Who Was Never in a Crim- 
inal Case Before. 


It is stated upon good authority that, if 
the present grandjury shall not complete its 
investigation of municipal corruption, Judge 
O'Neill Ryan will request its successor to 
take up the task. 

The period of service of the December 
grandjury will expire Saturday and its suc- 
cessor will be selected and instructed Mon- 
day morning. 

Judge Ryan said Friday that it would be 
manifestly improper for him to discuss for 
publication what he will advise the jury to 
do in his instructions. But another circuit 
judge, who said he knew Judge, Ryan's 
wishes in regard to the work of the grand- 
jury, stated that if he stall be convinced. 
after reading the report of the present n- 
quisitorial body and consulting Circuit At- 
torney Folk, that a continuation of the in- 
quiry is necessary in order to reveal the ful! 
truth ,he will order it. 

“Judge Ryan,“ sald this member of the 
bench, has not yet prepared his instruc- 
tions for the jury because he wishes first 
to be informéd of the extent of the present 
inquisition, 

“Of course, if the December jury shall 
cover the municipal corruption scandals 
thoroughly, it would be unnecessary for its 


Successor to waste its time in the same in- 
vestigations.”’ ‘ 


JURY WILL BEGIN ALL OVER. 
If the coming grandjury shall be called 
upon to take up the investigation, it is 


vaid it will have to develop its own evidence 
and cannot rely upon any introduced before 
the present body. 

Every grandjury is distinct from its pre- 
decessor and can act according. to law- 
yers, only upon the testimony submitted 
to it. Hence, it is contended, the steno- 

raphic reports of the testimony offered 
efore the December jury cannot be con- 
sidered by the February body. 

The February grandjury of 12 members 
will be selected from a list of 35 names 
by Judge Ryan Monday. 

The names were drawn a week ago from 
the grandjury wheel, which contains 600 
names, by Jury Commissioner George Wein- 
brenner in the presence of two members 
of the circuit bench. 

These names were given to the sheritt, 
who was ordered to summon the citizens 
bearing them to appear in court the first 
Monday in February. 

Everybody who has anything to do with 
the graundjury list is required to keep the 
knowledge he thus acquires to himself 
strictly. 

“This is necessary.“ said a judge Monday, 
“In order to prevent efforts to tamper with 
the jurymen before they are sworn as well 
as to secure summons on those who are not 
fond of performing this service to the 
state. 

Judge Ryan, to whom this jury will re- 
port, will go from the ciwi to the criminal 
division of the court Monday, he and Judge 
Wood exchanging benches. It will be a 
novel experience for Judge Ryan, for, dur- 
ing his career as a lawyer and judge. he 
has never sat in a criminal case or par- 
ticipated as attorney in a. criminal pro- 
ceeding.

STORIES OF DUELING. 


The tenacity with which German soldiers 
adhere to the practice of dueling as a cus- 
tom of the service is surprising in view of 
the strenuous attempts made at various 
times to suppress it. The present Emper- 
or of Germany established tne court of 
honor to restrict dueling within as nar- 
row limits as possible, but this court ap- 
pears to have accomplished little. Freder- 
ick the Great of Prussia was a bitter op- 
ponent of dueling, and he found a means 
of suppressing it. Finding that the practice 
was increasing in his army, Frederick is- 
sued.an order directing the summary pun- 


Lishment of any officer engaging in a duel 


without his consent. Soon after consent 
was asked by an officer of rank and gra- 
clously granted on condition that his ma- 
jesty should be notified of the time and 
place of the meeting. When the beligerents 
arrived on the ground they fourfd the Em- 
peror there before them and seated near 
a newly erected gibbet. When the chal- 
lenger asked the meaning of this he was 
answered: “It means, sir, 
to witness your battle until one of you has 


killed the other and then I will hang the 


survivor.“ This duel was off at once. 

A similar story is told of Gustavus Adol- 
phus, who is said to have surrounded with 
a 1 of cavalry two officers to whom 
he had given permeate? to fight a duel and 
taken with him to the ground the public 
executioner. Just as the e were 
about to fire the King said: “ not be 
surprised, gentlemen, for according to the 
laws of your country your lives are alread 
forfeited. You may now proc but mar 
you, the moment either of you falls the 
executioner strikes off the head of the sur- 
vivor by order of your King.“ Forgive- 
ness was then asked and granted, the King 
saying that such mercy would never again 
be shown. 


The code of Prussia still forbids dueling, 
except where it is required by the finding 
of the court of honor. In 1771 Joseph II of 
Austria ordered the arrest of an army of- 
ficer who had accepted a chatlenge from a 
young count, saying, “I will Lot suffer this 
practice of dueling In my army and I de- 
spise the arguments of those who seek to 
justify it.“ The laws st dueling are 


- exe 
very rigid in Russia and they go back to 


the time of Fedor III, Peter the Great 
and Paul, all of whom prohibited encount- 
ers between army officers. Paul did, how- 
ever, on one occasion in 1800 invite the sov- 
ereigns of Europe to settle their differences 
by a single combat, with Talleyrand, Pitt 
and Bernstoff as seconds.

Mr. Iconoclast should take out his mace 
and proceed to the annihilation of certain 
species of hero worship that have survived 
even the knowledge that the objects of 
adulation do not and never did deserve any 
homage. 

The Iconoclast has a big job in front of 
him if he attempts to shatter all that 
might be so classified, so we beg of him to 
commence on the instance that most of- 
fends our intellignce and self-respect—the 
case of Mr. John L. Sullivan, alleged 
remarkable pugilist. 

Mr. Sullivan reitred from the pugilistic 
ring with much fame into a condition of 
periodic, unprofessional brutality. At inter- 
vals he came out of oblivion and went on 
record as having bullied, badgered and 
occasionally as having smitten unoffending 
persons. No censure was attached to these 
escapades particularly. It was “poor old 
John L. is trying to drown his grief in 
drink,“ and the matter hushed up. 

John L.’s grief apparently is dying hard, 
for once more dispatches tell of a series 
of onslaughts made by the hero upon un- 
offending parties, wherein hats were 
smashed down over people's eyes and 


out of the way while he worked destruction 
on the neighborhood. 

The old belief in John L. as a hero, and 
as still being a champion pugilist still lurks 
in the American citizen’s breast, and makes 
him chase to the rear whenever that adipose 
bully dawns upon the horizon. 

Sullivan, as a matter of fact, would be a 
third-rate pugilist at his best, with the 
modern fighters. What he has done to be 
heralded as a great champion is hard to see, 
He whipped poor, decrepit old Paddy Ryan, 
and won a scant victory after o and odd 
rounds from a third-rater like Jake Kul- 
rain. 

Tom Sharkey could have done that, and 
probably Sullivan thrown into the bargain. 

It is humiliating to have to acknowledge 
that we have been burning incense to a 
false hero, but it is better than to go on 
condoning brutal acts of an undeserving 
man merely to save our vanity. 


THE AMERICAN TEAM. 
In the face of many obstacles the St.

Prof. Pearson's letter, as published in 
the Christian Advocate, follows: 

“Mr. David D. Thompson—Dear Sir: 


Thanks for your permission to make a 
brief personal statement in the Northwest- 
ern Christian Advocate. It is simply this: 
However much my friends may think I 
am mistaken in my views, I desire to as- 
sure them that I firmly believe in what I 
consider the real essentials of Christianity 
and that my immediate and ultimate aims 
are constructive and not iconoclastic. 

“Points of view differ, and, though my 
utterances have been in some quarters 
thought radical, there is a far deeper, yet 
prevalent, skepticism.
